Washington, January 1.—William 
Denman, of San Francisco, first 
ehairman of the shipping board, de- 
elared today in an open letter to 
members of congress that the reason 
Arth) r J. Balfour, former British 
Becretary wf state for foreign af- 
fairs, failed to disclose to American 
government officials the existence of 
the secret treaties. between Great 
Britain and Japan required “no fur- 
ther explanation than his quest for 
the four billions of dollars” which 
the United States loaned Great Brit- 
aih early in the war. 


Mr. Denham said Mr. Balfour ar- 


Tanged “for thesé moneys” in May, 


1917. when he was inthis country as 
head of the British war mission. 
“His protestations of deep friend- 
ship for the interest of the United 
States,” wrote Mr. Denham, “filled 
Our press.and warmed his auditors 
in the halls of congress and at the 
tables where our hospitalty was ex- 
tended to him. While he was mak- 
ing them the ink was scarcely dry on 
the last of the three. notes. consti- 
tuting the so-called secret Shantung 
treaties, which, from a naval stand- 
point, destroyed the Island of Guam. 
prohably our most valuable naval 
base in the Pacific. 
“Unesurmountabte Harrier.” 
“Japan, our rival in the .Pacifie.

the currency standard. 

“That one stroke took from the 
treasury $15 In coin of intrinsic 
value for every family of five in 
America,” said Mr. Watson, basing 
his estimate on $350,000,000 repre- 
senting $3 per capitap, fixed on the 
census of 1920. 


Will Seek Amendments 
To Federal Reserve Act. 


Mr. Watson, early in his sena- 
torial career, will seek to secure 
several] amendments to the federal 
reserve act, which he. regards as 
excellent basic legislation but at 
present deficient in its real value 
to the farmers, for which it was 
ostensibly tramed. y

“I shall seek to make it manda- 
tory upon regional banks tq loan 
direct to farmers, on approved se- 
curities, at 4 per cent, or certajniy 
not to exceed 5 per cent; to loan 
on warehouse receipts for all sta- | 
ple crops, including tobacco, which | 
is now regarded as @ fuxury crop, 
but is really as staple as cotton:

thus carrying the present Smith- 
Brand bill further ‘by making it 
mandatory, accompanied by a pen- 
alty clause; and to loan not less 
than 90 per cent of par on all gov- 
ernment obligation paper, at a rate 
of interest not to exceed that which | 
the government is now paying the 
owner.” 

Mr. Watson will also seek to 
amend the farm land bank act by 
individualizing the security, thus 
repealing the “group of ten” secu- 
rity as provided in the ea isting law. 

To understand this, the present 
law provides that before an appli- 
cant for a loan, on approved land 
security, shall be eligible he sha}]l 
secure, in addition to his own, nine 
other—making a total of ten— 
obligors for the loan. This is not 
only embarrassing but trespasses 
upon that spirit of independence, 
which the farmer of all men, holds 
most sacred. 3 

“The present law is of: no prac-« 
tical benefit to the farmers,” ex- 
plained Mr. Watson, “and I shall 
do my best to provide the remedy 
that I believe will make it of po- 
tential value in rural and farm land 
development.” : 

Mr. Watson is unalterably oppos- 
ed to a high protective tariff; op- 
posed to the pending Fordney emer- 
gency tariff bill, and declares that 
such a policy is foréign to: the very 
instincts of southern democracy, 
designed to protect the few at the 
expense of the consuming masdes, 
and that it necessarily throttles re- 
ciprocal trade relations which mean 
so much to a country that produces 
10 per cent of the consumable com- 
modities of the world and must 
sell abroad fully 40 per cent of 
what she produces in order to 
Maintain satisfactory domestic mar- 
kets on the immutable law of sup- 
Ply and demand. 

“I shall oppose a continuation of 


immigration for a 
number of years, but I insist that 
the sifting be done in Europe and 
not wait until they reach Castle 


| Garden,” said the senator-elect, who 


is also in Sympathy with California 
in her present alien’ Problem. 


Favors Disarmament 
Of All the Nations. 


Mr. Watson, on international is- 
sues, entertains views approximat- 
ing those of Elihu Root, Herbert 
Hoover and others of a similar 
school, except that he will not agree 
to an international court that is 
linked in any way with the league 
of nations as incorporated in the 
Versailles treaty. 

“I do not disapprove of an inter- 
national court, based on the Hague 
tribunal, but it must be independent 
of the league. 

“I favor the ending of the war 
with Germany by resolution; the ne- 
gotiation of a separate peace with 
Germany, or in concert wi our 
allies; the lifting of all tra em- 
bargoes: with ‘Germany and Russia, 
and the ré-establishment of pre- 
war trade conditions between 
American and all European ports. 

“And while my books will plainly 
show my preference for the French 
people above those of any other 
European nation, and while my New 
York Magazinéd, published in 1905, 
contained from my pen attacks on 
Prussianism and kaiserism long be- 
fore a war with Germany was ever 
dreamed of, I do say that France 
should be made to tell Germany the 
amount of her indemnity and the 
terms so that the latter nation, con- 
quered in battle, may be able to 
have something tangible to work to 
in the reconstruction of her indus- 
reg 
tem, and in the re-establishment of 
her trade relations with other na- 
tions.”’

not oniy in favor of conce@ted dis- 
armament of nations, but that he 


would personally fight for the re- 
duction of the standing army in the 
United States to the lowest possible 
minimum, and to thus meet the 
country’s annual deficit by the cur- 
tailment of expenses rather than by 
the increase of taxation.

Mrs. Lytle, the 
managing editor, and Grover Ed- 
mondson, associated with Mr. Wat- 
son in its publication, will both take 
up their residences in the capital 
city in their same capacities. 

John I, Kelley, a young lawyer of 
Lawrenceville, who made an  un- 
successful race against Thomas M. 
Bell for congress in the Ninth, will 
g0 as Mr. Watson's secretary. 

Mr. Watson will probably “keep 
house” in Washington as he is 
never happier than when host to 
his friends. Mrs. Watson, who has 
not enjoyed the best of health for 
several years, ig in better health 
than usual at present, and will join 
the congressional ladies at the capi- 
tal. Mr. and Mrs. Watson will be 
accompanied by their little grand- 
daughter, Miss Lee, who is now 14. 

During the congressional sessions 
Hickory Hill will not be deserted, 
as Mr. Watson’s faithful shop crew 
will remain on deck, and see that 
the business, mechanical and mail- 
ing end of his publishing business 
is looked after.

DIES SUDDENLY 


Crawford Wheatley 
Prominent Banker and 
Business Man, Succumbs, 
Following Accident. 


Americus, Ga., January 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Crawford Wheatley, Ameri- 
cus banker and former representa- 
tive in the state senate from Sum- 
ter county, who was found dead in 
his bed this morning, died as the

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HON. CRAWFORD WHEATLEY, 
Widely known banker and business 
40'man of Americus, whose death oc- 
curred at his home Friday night. 
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result of an accident sustained Fri- 
day afternoon. This developed after 
an autopsy had been held over the 
body this afternoon by Dr. Wilmer 
Smith, Dr. Frank lL. Cato, Dr. 
Herschel Smith and Dr. J. T. Stukes. 
It had been reported previous to 
the inquest and autopsy that Wheat- 
ley’s death, which was. most unex- 
pected, was due to other causes, 
due to the fact that he carried a 
large amount of life and accident 
insurance. Much speculation was 
indulged in following announcement 
of Wheatley’s death. 

Dr. J. T. Stukes, who is the 
Wheatley family physician, was 
called Friday to attend Wheatley, 
who fell from the roof of a small 
outbuilding on his residence lot in 
East Americus, the fall causing him 
much pain. Dr. Stukes made a 
careful examination Friday, hen 
he stated he found no eviden of 
serious injury and advised Wheat- 
ley to stay indoors-during the day. 
Last night he was well enough to 
assist rs. Wheatley in arrang- 
ing the covers upon his bed, and 
when Mrs. Wheatley left his room 
he was resting quietly and appar- 
ently in but little pain. When a 
servant went to his room this 
morning to wake him it was dis- 
covered that Wheatley had died 
during the night. Dr. Stukes, who 
was summoned immediately ad- 
vised the holding of an inquest and 
autopsy to determine definitely the 
cause of death, and this was or- 
dered by Coroner E. D. Jenkins, 
who empaneled a jury and began 
an investigation, which will be re- 
sumed Monday. | 

Following the. completion of the 
autopsy, Dr. Wilbur Smith, chief 
operating surgeon, gave out the fol- 
lowing statement conctrning the 
cause of death and which will be 
embodied in the report of the four 
physicians to the coroner Monday. 

“Knowing that Mr. Wheatley fell, 
striking on the base of the spinal 
column,” said he, ‘‘we naturally exe 
pected a fracture at the base of the 
skull, and looked for that first. 
Normal conditions were found there. 

e next looked at the heart and 
found it entirely normal. Probing 
still further, but without a clue as 
to the real cause up till then, the 
stomach was opened. Everything 
appeared normal there, but on turn- 
ing the intestines over we came 
upon a discolored section of the 
small intéstine about eighteen 
inches long, where there was a se- 
rious’ bruise. This section lay 
against the’ spinal column near the 
base. It was then plain to all of 
us what caused his death. It is 
well known in surgery that a bruise 
of the intestine paralyzed it. Gan- 
grene had set in and he would have 
died within 72 hours from peritoni- 
tis had he not died from the shock. 
Our report to the coroner’s jury 
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was caused by shock;from the fall, 
producing a’ bruise on the _ intes- 
tines.”’ 

William Harris Crawford Wheat- 
ley was 654 years old. He was born 
in Americus, the son of the late 
John W. Wheatley. The old Dudley 
home was the place of his birth. He 
is survived by his wife, who was 
Miss Helen Huntington; one son, 
Charles, who is an engineer in the 
office of the division highway en- 
gineer of the third district here, and 
one brother, George Dudley Wheat- 
ley; numerous nieces and nephews 
and other relatives also survive. 

He was a member of M. B. Coun- 
cil lodge No. 95, F. & A. M., of 
Wells chapter No. 42 Royal Arch 
Masons, Demolay commandery, 
Knights Templar, Knights of Pyth- 
ias and Americus camp No. 202, 
‘Woodmen of the World. The funeral 
services will be held from the resi- 
dence at 3 o'clock, Sunday after- 
noon, conducted by Dr. Leroy G. 
Henderson, of Albany, former pas- 
tor of the Americus Presbyterian 
church, ‘and Rev. Frank P. Ander- 
son, present pastor.+ The Knights 
Templar will attend in a body and 
the blue lodge will have charge of 
the services at Oakgrove cemetery, 
where burial will take place.

Mayor Key’s annual message 
which he will read to the 1921 
city council at its first session Mon- 
day, night, will be a lengthy docu- 
ment, the major part of which will 
be devoted to his discussion of ' the 
educational improvement plan which 
he proposes for 1921, requiring for 
its accomplishment the levy of an 
emergency tax of one-half of one 
per cent. 

Other outstanding features, it 
became known Saturday, will be 
his advocacy of extensive street im- 
provements, the establishment of a 
permanent municipal market pat- 
terned after the idea of the Atlanta 
Woman's -club, which successfully 
sponsvred a curb market in the city 
last year. and the conversion of 
the city stockade into an “opportu- 
nity schovl” for adults. He will 
urge that the stockade farm be 
transformed into a park and play- 
ground. 

In aSking the counchH to vote an 
emergency tax levy of one-half of 
one per cent for school improvement, 
the proceeds from which would 
amount to approximately $1,200,000, 
he will present figures to show that 
the anticipated expenditures for 
1921 together with a shortage of 
more than $100,000 brought over 
from last year, will create a deficit 
in the department of ery of ap- 
proximately $500,000, leavfng noth- 
ing to spend for new schools. 

Financial Impossibility. 

He will endeavor to meet the ar- 
gumentes of those if favor of a bond 
issue aS the means of building new 
schouls by deciaring that in the 
first place, under the present reve- 
nues of the city, it would be a fi- 
nancial impossibility, and in the 
second instance, a smal! group of 
the opposition could kill the propo- 
sal. He will tell the council that 
under present conditions it would 
be difficult for the city to finance 
an issue in the bond market. He 
will point out that if-bonds were 
voted at all $5,000,000 would be the 
minimum issue neccessary, which, 
would require in interest and sink- 
ing fund annually approximately 
$450,000, a sum the city would be 
unable to provide without an in- 
crease of taxes. 

Mayor Key will ask the council 
members to urge their constituents 
to take advantage of the “baby 
bond” plan for the paving of streets; 
he will advocate Sunday movies at 
the Auditorium, and he will recom- 
mend a large appropriation for the 
new city planning commission.

‘Changes in Credit Policy 
of Banks Are Reflected 
in Fluctuations in Con- 
dition During 1920. 


Washington, January 1.—Holdings 
of paper secured by government war 
obligations declined from nearly 
1,500,006,000 at the opening of the 
year to 1,141,000,000'on December 31, 
said the annual review issued to- 
night by the federal reserve board. 
“At the end of the year,” it added. 
“out of a total of $2,719,001 of dis- 
counted bills, about 42 per cent was 
compose of paper secured by United 
States war obligations, against 67 
per cent of a total of 2,231,002 held 
on the first Friday of the year.” 

The gold reserve, according to 
the review, shows little change at 
the end of the year as compared 
with the condition twelve months 
earlier. Although considerable gold 
was exported to South America and 
the Orient early in the year, it was 
explained, gold shipments from 
England, in agticipation of the ma- 
turity of the Anglo-French bonds

reserve banks, but rather proyiding 
a stimulus to place them in the 
hands of ultimate investors. The 
results are seen in the gradual de- 
crease of the amounts of war paper 
held during the year by the reserve 


Rates. Are Raised. 

“Barly in the year the federal re- 
serve banks raised their discount 
rates on commercial paper, but the 
influence of the higher rates is seen 
in retarding the progress of _ bor- 
rowings rather than in restricting 
therm. In faet, total reserve bank 
holdings of discounted bills, 2,231.2 
millions at the beginning of the 
year, increased by over 300 millions 
up to the end of April, and by an- 
other 200 millions during the next 
four months.

country.

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and most interesting of the intercolle- 
giate activities. Record crowds brought 
out reeord receipts and the quality of 
the sport was higher than ever. But 
football is big enough to merit an article 
all to itself, which will be found eise- 
where in these sporting columns. 
Intercollegiate baseball rallied strongly 
from the effects of the war and, as a 
result, teams were more evenly matched 
than for many years past and competi- 
tion was keener. In the Big Three com- 
pany the title was left in dispute. 
Princeton scored over Harvard, but the 
Crimson won over Yale. The Tigers 
had a chance to win the title in their 
series with Yale, but they lost ymany 
golden chances. The series went to a 
third game, which was played at the 
Polo Ground, and Yale won by a score 
of 1 to 0. ‘Thus the Big Three cham- 
pionship was left without an owner. 


Eastern Title Beclouded. 

Baseball competition outside the Big 
Three was very close, too. Holy Cross 
again made a splendid record and la:d 
claim to the championship of the East. 
But the claim, though strong, was not 
quite without flaws. The Purple was 
defeated by the Army and Harvard, The 
Army had a fine team, but lost again to 
the Navy—the second year in succession. 

Georgetown also claimed the cham- 
Dionship, but even if its deed to the 
honor were without flaw, it could not 
exactly be given the supremacy over all 
the East.. So that title, too, languished 
without an owner. 

As has been expected, intercollegiate 
rowing enjoyed a remarkable season, 
The Intercoilegiate Rowing Association’s 
regatta, which had been scheduled for 
Poughkeepsie, was revived, but not on 
the Hudson. The event was moved. to 
lake Cayuga, where Cornell. took the 
freshman and junior varsity races, but 
was beaten in the varsity contest. Syra- 
cuse won that. 

The championship must be conceded to 
the Navy. It was béaten by Syracuse 
on the Severn, but turned the tables on 
the Orange on the Schuylkill in the 
American Henley. This left the Mid- 
shipmen and Syracuse tied for the title. 
The tie was broken in the national re- 
gatta on Lake Quinsigamond, at Worces- 
terg when the Navy beat Syracuse. 

The only four mile race on this side 
of the Atlantic was rowed by the Har- 
vard and Yale varsities on the Thames, 
and the Crimson was the winner. The 
Cornell freshman crew was without 
doubt the best yearling eight in the 
country. Princeton, which beat both 
Harvard and Yale, won the Big Three 
rowing -title. 
Pennsylvania won the intercollegiate 
track and field champ'«nctip on Frank- 
lin Field. Princeton giving the Quakers 
a great battle, The annual Pennsy!- 
vania carnival was more interesting 
than ever, the féature being the two 
mile relay race, in which the Oxford- 
Cambridge four beat our best and set a 
new world’s record for the event. Prince- 
‘ton won the Big Three chantgionship in 
\that department, and sent its team to 
| Fneland to compete against Oxford. The

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MAN 0’ WAR THE 
KING OF TURF 


Earned Title of World’s Great- 
est Thoroughbred and Cham- 
pion of All Time—Goes to Stud. 


With thoroughbred racing for the year 
which is just going out admittedly 
having reached marks in almost every 
department of the sport which eclipsed 
even those which have been credited to 
the good old days of the game, there is 
little doubt that the past season made 
for a new epoch of the turf. Since the 
renaissance of the sport, and within the 
last generation, we have had many great 
horses which have won fortunes for théir 
owners, the chief of: them before the 
year 1920 being Sysonby and Colin. Sy- 
sonby, as a three-year-old in -190, won 
the thitherto record sum of $144,380, while 
two years later Colin annexed the top 
figures for a horse of his-age whey he 
won $131,007. 

Never béfore, however, in American 
racing, or in the history of racing the 
world over, has a thoroughbred aggre- 
gated the sum won by the wonder horse 
of all time—Man o’ War. . 

This,essentially American product, a 
son of Fair Play, won tbe marvellous 
sum of $166,140, thereby cdsting into the 
discard all other figures which had 
been reached by the greatest horse of 
any time. 

When: the Riddle champion emerged 
from winter quarters with the stamp of 
admitted greatness still clinging to him 
as the result of his wonderful two-year- 
old showing, whigh had been marred by 
a scratch defeat, there were many own- 
ers of three-year-olds who were Keen 
to have a fling at Man.o’ War, They 
were going to see if he could carry his 
wonderful traits through his second 
season. ; 

That they were shown is history, inas-. 
much as Man o’ War played no favorites 
in those he met. He beat them all; and 
with but one exception showed himself 
sO many pounds better than the best of 
his age that the three-vear-old “‘classics’’ 
proved little more than exercise spins 
for the champion. , ‘ 

Not content with taking into camp 
the best of his age that could be ar- 
rayed against him, the admitteg King- 
Sir arton, 
Was sent out at scale weights to “take 
down his number.”’ 
crowning achievement of his career, 
marking as it did his farewell to racing, 
and the honor connected with showing 
that no horse on thé contindént could 
measure strides with him at any fair al- 
lotment of weights. Incidentally it fur- 
nished the opportunity for the annexa- 
tion of the purse of the century when he 
won $75,000 and a $5,000 gold cup. 

That he will never again be seen under 
colors is distinctly to be regretted. De- 
spite the fact that he has given mant- 
festation of having in his make-up all 
those attributes which. sportsmen and 
breeders the world over for centuries 
have been trying to bring to pass, he 
has been made an outcast, in so far as 
his sons and. daughters to be are con- 
cerned, by his elimination from the Eng- 
lish Stud Book. 

Among the two-year-olds of 1920, 
Harry Payne Whitney's Tryster wound 
up the year the champion of his age, 
closing off his season with a half dozen 
wins, topped off with a mile in Ken- 
tucky in 1:38 2-5, with 1°2 pounds up, in a 
romp. Prudery, from the same stale, 
probably was the best of the 1920 fillies, 
while W. R. Coe’s Cleopatra, which like 
Man o’ War hag been retired, was easily 
the best of the three-year-old misses. 
Sir Barton was clearly not himself after 
the Man o’ War race, but outlooked the 
four-year-olds, -while Exterminator was 
easily the best of the all-aged handicap 
division, showing himself a kingpin at 
all distances over any sort of track with 
high weights up. 


Lewis Won Title

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In a sporting sense professional bDil- 
liards in the year 1920 were in an abnor- 
mal lethargic cord@'tion. It was the 
first year since 1863, when .the first 
championship tournament. was held, dur- 
ing which there were no titular or other 
matches. A'part from a series of tour- 
naments at pockets, tnree cushions and 
balkline, all held between the middle of 
October and the second week of Decem- 
ber, there was no animation in the pro- 
fession. 

An unpopular scheme by which cham- 
pionships were held for a: year without 
being subject to challenge and tourna- 
ment winners, together with players 
who finished second and. third, were 
given salaries:by the promoters of the 
competitions, mado for exhibition work 
to the exclusion of sporting contests. 
such as in the previous fifty-six years 
had interested and enthused devotees of 
the game. Naturally salaried profes- 
sional billiard players -who were not ex- 
hibition’ attractions became complacent 
and inactive, while non-salaried profes- 
sionals, unable to utilize their skill in 
competitions, had no incentive to prac- 
tice. Thus the serious virile elements 
of the profession bécanre obscured or 
eliminated. | 


Amateurs, however. have been the sal- 
vation of the game. They have been 
earnest, active and unselfish in their 
devotion to it: While engaging in and 
promoting serious contests their activi- 
ftiets' were not inspired by sordid con- 
‘siderations. To them billiards was a 
fascinating pastime ana relaxation and 
they not only enjeyved engaging in 
friendly games with each other but de- 
lighted in watching. experts play for 
fun, cups or prizes .of nominal value. 


Hoppe Retains Title. 

More important than any other pro- 
fessional billiard event of the year was 
the 18.2 balkline tournament, held at the 
Astor Hotel December 6, 7 and 8& Only 
three players figured in it. William F. 
Hoppe, by virtue of holding a cham- 
pionship won he year before, was 
eligible without test, He was simply 
called upon to defend his title and, per- 
haps, renew.it for another year, which 
he did. 

By finishing first and second in the 
preliminary tournament held at San 
Francisco November 8 to 13, Welker 
Cochran and Jacob Schaefer qualified 
to seek Hoppe’s title. The trio played 
twice around. Hoppe beat each of the 
others twice and Cochran and Schaefer 
broke even. No records were broken 
nor were exceptionally high runs made. 


A preliminary and final pocket tourna- 
ment and a similar three-cushion carom 
event were held in Chicago in October 
and November. In the pocket prelimi- 
nary Arthur Woods, of Minneapolis; 
James Maturo, of Denver, and Walter 
Franklin, of Kansas City, qualified to 
meet Ralph Greenleaf, champion. They 
finished as named behind Greenleaf. 


Layton 3-Cushion Champion. 

Of twelve starters in the three-cushion 
preliminary John Layton, of St. Louis; 
Clarence Jackson, of Kansas City, and 
August Kieckhefer, of Chicago, got into 
the final to. contend. against Robert 
Cannefax, who had been champion for 
a year. Cannefax was deposed by Lay- 
ton. 

The Metropolitan Amateur Cup was a 
medium of five challenge matches, all of 
which were dominated by Edward W. 
Gardner, of Montclair, N. J., who be- 
came owner of the trophy, which had 
to be played for in a club and had to be 
won five times by one player before be-

The vear of 19% in baseball was a 
paradox. The greatest financial year 
that the eame has ever entoved. a sea- 
s0n which excelled the fondest dreams 
of the club owners. was climaxed by 
the worst scandal in baseball historv, a 
scandal which rocked the verv founda- 
tions of the game and brought nausea 
and heartache to every devotee of the 
sport. ‘ 

Tt is true the ecandal was a backwash 
of the three-quarter million dollar 
world’s series of 1919 but partly through 
the neglect of hasehall neople them- 
Selves {ft took a Chicago Grand Jury to 
unearth the ugly mess and disclose the 
names of the eizht men whose names 
will go down into haseball chronologv 
linked with the expelled Louisville Na- 
tional League crooks of 1877. the in- 
famons aqvartet—Devlin. Hall, Craver 
and Nichols. 

Future generations will look back. at 
1929 not as the vear of Ruth’s fifty- 
four home runs. but as the vear in 
which the nefarious octet. Eddie Ci- 
cotte, Joe Jackson. Claude Williams. 
Osear Felech. Chick Gandil. Charles 
Risbers. Fred MeMnllin and Buck 
Weaver, were exnelled from baseball 
and brought to justice. 

But the scandal already has had a 
salutary effect on the came, The cha- 
otic system of baseball’s government 
was laretly responsible for the crooks 
Diayine through almost the full season 
of 1920. /Smart and. progressive club 
owners in the vame realized that !n 
order to preserve public confidence tn 
baseball! an absolutely new deal would 
be pecessarv. 

As a result eicht club owners of the 
National League banded themselves to- 
gether with three progressive owners 
in the American League and with the 
threat of an eight club league they 
flictated the naming of Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Wandis, the Chicago jurist 
and sportsman, as supreme dictator of 
the sport. Landis takes hold of his 
job .with pogters never before enjoved 
by anv basehal! head and so drastic that 
he can enter Any league or club or sum- 
mon any document when h elieves 
that the welfare of baseball demands it. 


Crowds Smashed All Records. 

The season of 1920, however, was a 
record breaker in more ways than Bring- 
ing to light the record scandal. The 
crowds which attended the games in 
the two major leagues were unprece- 
dented. and both leagues emashed al! 
attendance records to smithereens. The 
American League beat its 1919 attend- 
ance, formerly its best season. bv nearly 
a million and a half. and the National 
League went a million above its 1919 
attendance. which was the second best 
year in the parent leacue’s history. 

All three Greater New York clubs— 
the Yankees. Giants and Dodrers—set 
new high water marks for volume of 
husiness. the Yankees smashing every 
known attend-nece record in baseball. 
Alded bv the remarkable Ruth’s draw- 
ine ablilitv. the club plaved to 1,490.0" 
paid admissions at home end approxi- 
mately 1.990.900 on the road. 

The Yankees established new attend- 
ance records last season on the Polo 
Grounds, Comiskey Field. Chicago: Fen- 
wav Park, Boston: Learua Park, Cleve- 
land. and Sportsman's Pstk. St. Lous, 
and played to the second largest crowds 
in Detroit and Washineton.

The New York Vahkees put up a hard 
fightin the American League, and gave 
New York fans many thrills, but after 
beating Cleveland two out of three 
Fames in their last September -series 
they blew the pennant bv losing three 
straight games to Chicago. Cleveland. 
Chicago and New York came down the 
finish neck and neck, the Indians finally 
winning by a two-game margin over the 
White Sox and three games over the 
Yankees. It was the closest the Yanks 
came to winning a pennant since Hanpy 
Jack Chesbro tossed off the 19% flae 
with a wild pitch on the last dav of the 
season. Huggins’ team had the satisfac- 
tion of winning the vear’s series from 
both Cleveland and Chicago. 

The victory of the Indians was well 
deserved. and was due lareelv to the 
great. individual play and skilful manag- 
ing by Tris Speaker. baseball's first nlav- 
ing manager in several years. The Cleve- 
land club sustained a terrible blow in 
August when Rav Chapman. its great 
chortstop. died from the effects of being 
accidentally hit on the head bw Car!

It saw Jack Dempsey twice 
successfully defend his world’s heavy- 
weight championship and Bennv Leon- 
ard protect the world’s lightweicht 
crown from the assaults of Joe Welling 
The present vear also staged the sign- 
ing up of Jack Dempsey and Georges 
Carpentier to fight in 1921 for the world’s 
heavyweight championship in a bout 
that has aroused more interest than anv 
other sporting contest in the history of 
the world. 

The vear 1920 is not made such a red 
letter one so much from the competitive 
angle as from the legislative viewpoint 
and the great good that has heen 
accomplished in safeguarding hoth 
game and patrons, eliminating for- 
mer evils and putting the snort ona safe 
and sane basis. The general health and 
welfare of boxing have improved more 
in the last twelve months than thev did 
in the Jast quarter century preceding. No 
legislative act ever did so much g00d 
for the ring sport as has the Walker law 
which legalized boxing in New York 
State. Massachusetts and a, other 
States also passed new boxing laws, but 
none of the other State ring codes can 
compare with the Walker law. 

Successfhl as was 1929 in the ring ft 

probably will be outshone by 1921. New 
York’s Walker law blazes the trail for 
other States to follow and may mean 
putting the game on an even keel the 
country wide. The movement on foot 
to establish a National Roard of Roxinge 
Control is likely to become a realitv in 
1921. The formation of a National Board 
of Boxing Control will do more good for 
the ring sport than anything which hith- 
erto has happened. 
_ The National Roard of Boxing Control. 
which in all probabilitv will be organ- 
ized in 1921. will pave the wavy for not 
only a national contro! of boxing, but 
also an international and world wide 
supervision. inasmuch as the board wil! 
be affiliated and allied with the associa- 
tions coverning boxing in Great Rritain. 
France and Australia. The weichts 
and classes will be standardized 
throughout the world. Wherever a ring 
is pitched the same code wil! govern the 
contests. Champions will .have to de- 
fend their titles under nenalty of loss of 
their echampionshins ‘There will, he no 
onibbling over weichte, titles or rules 
The game will he conflucted cleanly and 
honestly and summarv punishment ad- 
ministered to all offenders. 


Many Changes Coming. 

The comine vear is likely to witness 
eeveral championshin chenges. Within 
the next twelvemonth there nrohabliv 
will at least four new rine champione 
flazsh upon the eports screen. The 
changes ara likely to come in the 
featherweight, lightweight, wélter- 
weight and middleweight classes. 

The reign of Johnny Kilbane. world’s 
featherweight champion. is drawing to 
a close. Whoever among RBillv. De Foe. 
Andv Chaney and Rennv Valrer—pro- 
vided the last named hoxer can mate the 
featherweicht timit—eetea Kilhane in the 
rine is almost certain to emeree the 
‘featherweicht champion. Kilhane per. 
sistently has refused tn defend hie title 
in a decision bont. T'nlese Johnnv de- 
fends his title soon he will he tmeeated 
bv popular accord, for there is no an- 
thoritv in the land who will concede he 
has any richt to the title as'long as he 
refuses.to defend it. 

Renny Leonard seeme as invincthlie ae 
ever in the lichtweicht class, but tt is a 
practical certaintv that hefore 197° ex- 
nires Leonard pnuhbic!v will retire from 
the lightweight rarks and enter the 
welterweight division. PRennv eftil) eas 
make the weifeht fer the lightweichr 
claes. but he has difficultv in doing en, 
and he still ie growing and filling ont 
The competition in the welterweight 
clees will not he so severe as in the 
lightweirht clases. ard that te an added 
rereon whv Tenonefa wl sten into the 
woeltarweirht divicion.

As between Bovnton and Gipp. the lat- 
ter stands above his rival because of a 
distinctly greater personality and, too.

Passing by the individual stars for a 
moment, two other factors that went to 
make it the ereatest of all foothall sea- 
sons were the teams and their eruelling 
hattles and the crowds. Never hefore in 
the history of the collegiate game, cov- 
ering a period of.nearly fifty vears, did 
such crowds turn out for the games, biz 
and little. nlayed in. practically every 
section of the countrv. It is doubtful 
that even next vear. already figured to

It does not take 
much knowledge of advertising te 
know that the best contact medium 
between retailer and consumer is 
the newspaper. By the use of the 
newspaper the manufacturer ac- 
complishes a double purpose— 


reaches the consumer effectively and 
encourages his local dealer at the 


’ game time. 


The newspaper is also more flexi- 
ble than a national medium. Where 
a national distribution is not en- 
it is wasteful to employ the 
purely national publications. On 
the other hand, modern merchandis- 


ing methods favor the sane or ter- 
ritory system—the building up of 
certain blocks of population on the 
Sales map by intensive work. In 
this intensive work there is nothing 
so effective in my opinion as the 
use of the newspaper, nor nothing 
so quickly and easily manipulated. 


It is the one method for quick re- 


sults and the big need in antomo- 
tive business today is immediate 
sales. The manufacturers are not 
so much concerned about business 
six months from now. 

Less than a@ year ago the automo- 
bile manufacturer was less mind- 
ful of how he spent his advertising 
funds. “Come easy—go easy.” Now 
it is diffe@nt, he is going to de- 
mand a hundred cents worth of re- 
turns for every dollar spent, and 
as sales are reaily what he wants 
and the “consumer” is the elusive 
fish he wants to land, the wise 
manufacturer is going to employ 
the medium in each community that 
displays fresh bait every day and 
has a greater chance of landing 
something—the newspaper. 


TILDEN WILL-DIREGT

The importance of 
his present task may be gaged from 
the fact that the Yale authorities 
were ready to grant him a year’s 
leave of absence in order to lay out 
the program of work for the new

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GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY 


B. F. Goodrich, Founder of 
Akron Rubber Jndustry, 
Sjngulazgly Honored. 


Akron, Qhio, January 1—A man 
whose pioneer work in the rubber 


industry was destined to figure 
prominently in the development of 
the automobile, but who did not live 
to see a “horseless carriage,” was 
singularly honored there last week. 
His name is Dr. Benjamin Franklin 
Goodrich, founder of the rubber 
company bearing his name. 

Last week marked the golden an- 
niversary of the founding of the B. 
F. Goodrich Rubber company, the 
parent factory of the “Rubber City.” 
The company was incorporated De- 
cember 31, 1870. Officials and em- 
ployees of the company, residents 
of the city and thousands of friends 
and customers throughout the coun- 
try joined in paying tribute to the 
memory of Dr. Goodrich and in ob- 
serving the termination of a full 
half century of the company he 
established. 

The rubber industry literally 
made Akron—changed it in the 
space of a few decades from a quiet 
little milling town of a few thou- 


sand inhabitants to one of the fore-4 


most manufacturing centers in the 
United States. Consequently, the 
people of Akron feel @uly grateful 
to the man who first brought the 
industry to the city and paved the 
way for future growth. 

Fifty years ago when Goodrich 
was founded the uses of rubber 
were few. It was ‘just beginning 
to be appreciated as a factor.in in- 
dustrial life. Since that time the 
ingenuity and inventiveness of man 
have created;of this material many 
thousands of products which today 


. are absolutely essential to the con- 


tinued progress of the world. 

Dr. Goodrich, a resident o& New 
York state, was a physician by pro- 
fession. However, after serving as 
a surgeon during the civil war, he 
took up real estate and shortly 
found himself in possession of a 
small rubber factory at Hastings- 
on-the-Hudson. 

Handicapped by a lack of funds, 
his first efforts to operate this fac- 
tory were unsuccessful. Attracted 
by Akron’s transportation advant- 
ages and an. offer of financial as- 
sistance from a group of Akron 
men, he brought his equipment to 
this city.

The early struggles to finance the 
industry were bitter and discourag- 
ing. In those days not many per- 
sons had much faith in the future 
of the rubber industry and many of 
thé original stockholders dropped 
out, fearing they would lose every- 
thing they had put into it. Dr. 
Goodrich’s persistence and optim- 
ism, however, finally succeeded in 
obtaining sufficient capital to en- 
able the company to start its march 
toward prosperity. 

The first big stride in the growth 
of the Goodrich came with the 
popularity of the bicycle. When 
the high wheelers gave way to what 
was called the “safety” bitycle 
Pneumatic tires were 
and Goodrich speedily took up thelr 
manufacture. Before this time 
Goodrich had taken the initial steps 
in the evolution of  rubber-shoa 
wheels by perfecting the solid rub- 
ber tire for carriages. 

The success of this carriage tire, 
fcllowed by that of the pneumatic 


tire for bicycles, naturally led to 
the manufacture of tires for auto- 
mobiles. The first one made was a 
crude affair with many layers of 
fabric and a very heavy tread. Im- 
provements came rapidly, however, 
and by the time automobiles passed 
the “freak” stage a dependable tire 
was being made in quantity. 

As the facilities of railways and 
shipping were expanded the world 
began to grow more rapidly. So 
when travel and transportation over 
the highways were made smoother 


and swifter distance was shortened 
and it became possible to extend 
industrial effort and growth. At 
every point rubber has helped in 
the expansion of the fransportation 
.facilities of this country. 

Although the manufacture of au- 
to tires was a large factor in the 
latter day growth of Goodrich, they 
are nevertheless only one branch of 
the organization’s production. Me- 
chanical rubber goods, rubber foot- 
wear, druggists’ rubber’ sundries 
and hard rubber goods also are 
manufactured in enormous quanti- 
ties. 

Dr. Goodrich lived to see the 
Goodrich organization well started 
on the road toward success, even 
though he died before the automo- 
bile was invented. He had done his 
work well and had trained men to 
take his place in developing the in- 
dustry even further. 

The Goodrich company is com- 
memorating the anniversary by 
publishing an attractive 48-page 
book called the “Good Year of 
Goodrich,” telling of the romance 
of the rubber industry, its history 
and what great importance it has 
been in the progress and develop- 
ment of the world. The book was 
written by Wilbur D. Nesbit and 
illustrated by W. T. Benda, the fa- 
mous Polish-American painter.

Included in the Many Thousands Asked Are a Few Common Ones 
That They All Give Voice To. Here They Are 
With Their Answers.

ANY questions as to various 
M technical phases of motion 

_ picture production are re- 
peatedly asked by visitors who tour 
through the Lasky studio in Holly- 
wood, where Paramount pictures are 
produced. Certain ones among these 
questions are invariably asked by ev- 
ery visitor who sets foot within the 
studio lot. Although many patrens 
have already been inside a studio and 
haye gotten a close-up view of how 
motion pictures are made and have had 
all their questions answered to their 
satisfaction, the great majority, ‘per- 
haps, will never have that privilege, 
and it is for the benefit of those that 
the questions most commonly asked, 
together with detailed answers thereto 
are presented in the following series‘ 
Scene Numbered as 
It appears in Scenario. 

Question: Why does .the assistant 
cameraman hold up a blackboard with 
a number thereon, to be photographed 
by the camera man at the fiish of ev- 
ery scene? 

Answer: The number 6n this black- 
board is the number of the scene as it 
appears in the scenario. This num- 
ber is photographed right on to the 
end of the scene and identifies that 
ecene. This is necéssary because the 


scene of a picture is not photo 


- graphed in sequence, that is, beginning 
first with number one and continuing 
right through in proper order until the 
final scene, Scene number fifty might 
be the first one to be photographed, or 
the last scene in the picture might be 
the first one to be filmed, or the first 
scene the last one to filmed. 
Therefore, it is necessary to identify 
each scene by its script number, so 
that when the picture is ready to be 
assembled, scene for scene, the cutters 
will have no trouble in placing each 
scene in its exact position in the as- 
sembled reels. Were the scenes taken 
in sequence, a great deal of time and 
trouble and expense would be infolved. 
Suppose, for instance, the first few 
scenes of a picture were set in 
Truckee, California, a northern town 
~ where much snow and Winter atmos- 
phere is obtained, and later in the 
story there were several cutbacks to 
this dorthern setting. If the scenes 
were filmed in sequence, it would mean 
that the director would have to take 
his entire company to Truckee, take 
a few scenes, come back down to the 
Hollywood studio and take a few 
there, then transport everybody back 
up to Truckee again for one or two 
more scenes, then back to Hollywood 
again, and so on, until the finish of the 
picture. The director films all the 
scenes that occur in any one setting

Members of Company 
Occupy Sidelines, 

Question: Why are there so many 
people on the sidelines. of a mo- 
tion picture setting? Are they just on- 
lookers, or are they all members of 
the company? 

Answer: Allof the people on a mo- 
tion picture setting are members of 


the company, and each person has his 


respective work to do. It must be 
kept in mind that in the production of 
motion pictures, @ great many various 
kinds of work and branches of indua- 
try are involved. The following peo- 
ple are always to be found on the set: 
All the players, maids or valets, if any, 
the director, the assistant director, 
the cameraman and his assistapt, and 
possibly a second cameraman, the 
property man, the electricians, the 
grips or carpenters, often three or four 
musicians to provide music for the 
inspiration of the players during the 
filming of emotional scenes, the com- 
pany secretary or script clerk, and oc- 
casionally,; the scenario writer. Each 
of these people is indispensible to a 
company organization and must be al- 
ways on the set, ready at all times to 
do his respective duties during the 
filming of the scenes or between 
scenes. 


Question: Why do some actors and 
actresses have on pink make-up while 
others wear yellow make-up? 

Answer: The shade of make-up 
that should be worn by an actor or 
actress is dependent upon his or her 
complexion, tt the player has a pink 
complexion, he should use pink make- 
up. If .he has a brunette or sallow 
complexion, he should apply make-up 
of a light yellow shade. The reason 
for this is because no matter how 
thoroughly the player may apply his 
make-up, there will be little spots 


which are less thickly covered than 


others. These spots will not perhaps 
be visible to the naked eye, but will 
be readily registered by the camera 
if the shade of make-up is not in keep- 
ing with the complexion. If the make- 
up harmonizes with the complexion 
then these little thin spots will not be 
visible, but if a man with a sallow 


complexion applies a pink make-up, or 


vice versa, spots will register in 
places where the make-up is thin and 
the complexion shows thrqugh. There- 
fore, it can be seen that a play- 
er must choose shade of make-up

No Set Linés 

for Actors te Speak. 

Question: Do the players speak 
lines during the filming of the scenes 
as in a legitimate play? 

Answer: There are no set lines in 
a photoplay, as in a legitimate produc- 
tion. Some of thé players speak aud- 
ibly and others whisper or simply 
move their lips. Some players find 
that they can better enact a scene 
when they speak appropriate lines, 
and others find that they can express 
stronger thought and better register 


. the idea by talking very quietly or not 


at all. That is all up to the individual. 

The only time the actor is absolute- 
ly required to speak certain lines is 
in a scene that is to be followed or 
préceded by a spoken title. In that 
case, he must speak the words that arg 
to appear in that title, as many film 
patrons are becoming fairly proficient 
lip readers and can almost tell wheth- 
er or not the actor is saying what the 
title says. 

It must be borne in mind that a pho- 
toplay is expressed, or its ideas con- 
veyed more by thought expression, 
while the legitimate play is expressed 
by dialogue and _ soliloquy. The 
screen actor, primarily, must think, 
and it is his thoughts which must reg- 
ister on the screen. Whether he. is 
aided or hampered in this thought 
process by using his voice, is charac- 
teristic of the individual and whether 
or not he wishes to talk audibly dur- 
ing his scenes, depends entirely upon 
the choice of the individual, except in 
the case of the spoken title, above

scenery and settings employed by 
companies were hand-painted black 
and white flats, no other colors whaf- 
ever being employed.

Artificial Light 

Used Whenever Possible. 


Question: Is artificial light used al- 
together in studio illumination? 

Answer: Yes. Artificial light is 
used almost entirely in studio illum- 
ination. At the Lasky studio where 
Paramount pictures are’ made, evén 
when ‘scenes are taken on the open 
or light stages in the middle of the day, 
when the sun is at its very brightest, 
a battery of powerful carbon lights are 
also used. This is to standardize the 
light and make certain consecutive 
scenes in a picture, of the bame light 
intensity. 

In former days, motion picture com- 
panies depended almost entirely upon 
natural light, but*there were many 
drawbacks to thosé, such as gloomy 
weather, rain, clouds hiding the sun 
for a few hours, etc. This netessitat- 
ed artificial lights, which were first 
used only in dark stages, at night or 
in gloomy weather. Even good nat- 
ural light value increases and dimin- 
ishes, however, as the day waxes and 
wanes, and thus, the light values of 
the scenes would be different in scenes 
taken at different periods of the day. 
Thus, artificial light is used to stand- 
ardize the light, even when scenes are 
filmed in the brightest of natural 
light. 

Every Setting Razed 

Question: Are the settings. which 
are constructed in a studio allowed to 
remain permanently and be used over 
again or are they torn down after be- 
ing used in one picture. What is the 
approximate cost of settings? 

_ Answer: All settings in Pafamount 
pictures, no matter how expensive may 
have been their construction or the 
materials used therein, are razed after | 
all the scenes filmed within them for 
one picture are passed upon by the 
director. No setting-is used but in one 
picture and with each new production, 
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architects, constructed by expert 
craftsmen and draped and decorated 
by master artists. No set stands With- 
in the studio over a period of a few 
weeks, and the entire interior of the 
studio stages changes completely on an 
average of every few weeks, the old 
sets being torn down and replaced 
by the new. 

All good lumber in the wrecked set 
is salvaged and stored for use again, 
nothing being destroyed that is of any 
value whatsoever. Despite their short 


~ term of existence, the sets are all con- 


structed in a most substantial manner 
and of the identical matérials that 
would be used were they intended for 
actual use as a dwelling or of what- 
ever they may be representative. It 
has often been remarked by many vis- 
itors touring through the Lasky studio 
that they would like to have one of the 
large complete, beautiful settings 
which happened to be in use at that 
time,-moved bodily out on to a vacant 
lot and finish it up as a home. Many 
have expressed surprise over the sub- 
stantial nature of the construction and 
the materials used.

When a player i8 assigned a role in a 
picture, the designers immediately be- 
gin work upon her gowns and in a 
short time, she goes up to the ward- 
robe and gets her fittings. None of 
the gowns are used over again with- 
out being altered beyond recognition, 
and in no case does a star or leading 
woman Wear aown which is not ab- 
solutely new and original. Thus, the 
supply of gorgeous new gowns con- 
tinually imcreases in the wardrobs, 
When a large ballroom, cafe or society 
scene if filmed, these gowns are altered 
and fitted to the extra players, so that 
even they are always gowned most ex- 
quisitely, : 


Many have perhaps often wondered 
how the players in motion pictures are 
always gowned up to the very latest 
minute, when it is known that a pic- 
ture is often not released until many 
months after jt is filmed, during which 
time the styles have had time to 
change considerably. The gowns of 
the players are nevertheless always 
strictly down to date, or even a litile 
in advance, because the studio design- 
ers are constantly in touch with Paris 
representatives and their creations are 
always in advance of the present 
styles, so that by the time the picture 
is released, the gowns therein are still 
the very latest in the realm of fashion, 
It is interesting to note, in this connec- 
tion, that Mrs. Ethel Chaffin, chief de- 
signer at the Lasky studio, toured to 
Paris in the latter part of September,

This was the situation which €x- 
isted ewhenh Great Britain became 
unpleasantly conscious of the rise 
of the German menace. Even in the 
face of all the troubled years which 
separate Tangier from Serajevo and 


the first Moroccan crisis from the

assination of the archduke and the 
consequent world war, British ef- 
fort was continued. When the world 
war came it would not be an exag- 


| geration to say that many English- 


men and women were surprised and 
bitterly disappointed that there was 


no immediate American response to 
the German challenge. 


It is, I think, quite fair.to say 
circumstances 
participation on America’s 
side would have been swift and 
sure. But in the United States 
there was a nrompt ‘assertion of 


neutrality. Moreover, for upwards 
of three years that neutrality stood 


under extreme provocation. 

In fact, not only was the United 
States officially neutral in all the 
first years of the war, but there 


British 


was an explosion of anti-English 


emotion, coming, to be sure, almost 
exclusively from German and Irish 
quarters, which not merely gNeved, 
but angered Englishmen, To have 
been in London in 1916, after Mr, 
Wilson had said “too proud to 
fight,” or in 1917, after he had ad- 
vocated “peace without victory,” 
was to have felt a very active re- 
sentment concealed in many quar- 
ters, but by no means In all, under 
the outward mask of courtesy. 


Whole Attitude Changed. 
The entrance of the United States 
into the war in April, 1917, changed 
everything. The performance of 


our army, our navy and beyond all 
else the magnitude and the loyalty 


of our services instantly and com- 


pletely obliterated the momentary 
resentments of the recent past. 
British policy and Brigish public 
opinion revdérted pro tly to the 
old pathway. The idea of an Anglo- 
American partnership was revived 
in a far more vigorous form and 
any American who chanced to be 
in London immediately following 
the armistice and in advance of the 
Paris conference would have been 
almost overwhélmed by the univer- 
sality of ‘expression oof an idea 
which had not found the smallest 
lodgment.in the minds of the Amert- 
cans with whom he had talked a 
whi days before as he was leaving 
ome, 


Speaking from personal experi- 
enec I remember nothing in my life 
at once more arresting and more 


astonishing than this sentiment 
which ] .found everywhere in Lon- 
don in January, 1919. It was easy 
to be stampeded by it and it was 
hard to utter anywhere any such 
warning as was appropriate in, the 
circumstances. For it was mani- 
fest at once to all Americans, save 
the few whose long residence in 
England had ‘blinded them to 
American faets, that there was 
nothing in the least corresponding 
te this sentiment in the United 
States. 

This British feeling dictated 
British policy at the Paris confer- 
ence. On two subjects, and only 
two, were the Brtish condemned by 
their own national interests to op- 
pose the United States, if President 
Wilson insisted upon pressing them, 
namely, the “freedom of the seas” 
and the question of the German 
colonies. At the risk of American 
friendship British statesmen felt 
congemned to stand fast on these 
points. But when President Wilson 
tacitly dropped the first and ac- 
cepted the “mandate” compromise 
with respect of the second, British 
support for the president was as- 
sured unconditionally for all else in 
his program.

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Licyd-George turned his back upon 
his continental allies, France, Italy, 
the smaller states, whose aspira- 
tions found themselves in conflict 
with President Wilson’s ideals, were 
suddenly faced with the fact that 
so far from having British support, 
they had to reckon with open or 
only slightly concealed British 
championship of the American the- 
sis and the American president. 
Lest it be thought that as an Amer- 
ican I speak unfairly on this mat- 
ter, I quote the words of L’J. Maxse, 
editor of The National Review in 
the December number of that well 
known British magazine: " 

(At Paris) “We threw over M. 
Clemenceau to ingratiate ourselves 
with President Wilson.” 

So much for the recent and the 
more remote past. All through the 
Paris conference British delegates 
supported President Wilson. There 
was an open. revolt on the part of 
Italy and me other continental 
nations against the so-called Anglo- 
Saxon domination. A general re- 
volt was only checked by the be- 
stowal upon France of the Anglo- 
American guarantee French fron- 
tiers agaffist a new German attack. 
And even here British assurances 
were made contingent upon Ameri- 
can ratification of this three-sided 
agreement. Since the United States 
senate has failed to ratify this 
agreement and will in all human 
probability continue to refuse rati- 
fication, ft will be seen that the 
abandonment of France ts com- 
plete. 

As a consequence of British course 
at Paris, British prestige in Europe 
was unmistakpbly shaken. France 
felt herself-abandoned and said so. 
Pérfide Albion became again a fa- 
miliar phrase in France. Nor was 
Italy less bitter, since she had re- 
ceived from Britain a guarantee for 
her claims in the treaty of London 
in 1915, whereas, after entering the 
war, on this assurance and suffer- 
ing unexpected trials, she found 
British sympathy aligned with Wil- 
son and not with Orlando over the 
Fiume dispute. Quite inaccurately 
this British course was laid to 
British shipping plans in the 
Adriatic and the resultne bitterness 
may be easily calculated. 

All of the continental resentment 
against British policy *at Paris 
might have been disregarded with 
equanimity in London, but for a 
single fact, the cause of this re- 
sentment, the adherence of British 
policy to American purposes was 
predicated upon, the assumption 
that in supporting Wilson, Great 
Britain actually supported’ the 
United States and that out of this 
intimate association at Paris .and 
through the league ,of nations, 
which was the product and the ex- 
clusive product of Angio-Saxon 
brains and experience, there was 
going to develop an Anglo-Ameri+ 
can partnership, to attain which 
Britain had sacrificed her conti- 
nental associations. 

London in Pantie. 

When, however, it became tardily 
clear to the British that in reality 
the magnifying of President Wil- 
son at Paris had resulted not In in- 
creasing but actually in weakéning 
Anglo-American associations, when 
it bécome plain in London that from 
one end of the United States to the 
other there was a rising tide of re- 
volt against the league of nations 
and against President Wilson per- 
sonally, a revolt which found ex- 
pression at the November election, 
but was long visible on the surface 
of the political waters, something 
approaching consternation resulted 
in London. 3 
In point of foct it“was not until 


the vote in the recent election was 
actually known that the mass of 


the British public at last awakened 
to the realization of the fact that 
President Wilson had lost thé 
United States and since through 
Paris incidents, Anglo-American 
partnership and President Wilson's 
league of nations proposals had be- 
come inextricably intermingled, the 
thing the British most desired, was 
suffering by this association with 
the president’s own personal policy. 

Today, with the election returns 
no longer doubtful, there is no mis- 
taking the movemént of a new 
thought in British circles, or to put 
the thing more exactly, that minori- 
ty, of which Mr. Maxse, whom I 
qust quoted, was @ conspicuous 
member, which always suspected 
the American venture and con- 
gsistently urged that Britain remain 
loyal to her European alliance 
rather than discard it for the 
American illusion, has begun to de- 
mand that there should be a brusque 
return to the old Anglo-French en- 
tente which had saved Europe and 
the world in 1914 and the succeed- 
ing year before ever America came 
into the war. 

Furthermore, {t must. frankly be 
recognized that a very large num- 
ber of British subjects, in Wash- 


ington, in the United States gen- 
erally, have,been tmpressed and un- 
favorably impressed by what they 
regard as the present anti-British 
sentiment in this country. Not a 
few have talked with Mme on the 
subject. They resent most deeply 
the evident suspicion which § at- 
taches to all British actions, offi- 
cial and unofficial. They resent the 
degree to which the United States 
shelters -the leaders and sympa- 
pathizes. with the Irish rebellion. To 
put the thing with utmost direct- 
eral and nation-wide sentiment of 
ness, they are conscious of a gen- 
unfriendliness to their own coun- 
try. 
Bottomley and Hearst. 
Nor can one fail to put down be- 


side this the fact that there is go- 
ing, on in Great Britain a corre- 
sponding anti-American agitation 
with~Horatio Bottomley playing in 
England the odious role played by 
Hearst in the United States. If in 
the United States there is a feeling 
in certain quarters ‘that Great 
Britain sought to entangle us in 
European affairs to her. profit and 


joer loss, thereisin England a very

resentment of the apparent 
course of the United States, not 
only im abandoning the i British 
friend of Paris, but in giving aid 
and comfort to the Irish rebel. 


In this situation what is British 
policy to be for the future? Is it to 
be a continuation of the old course, 


followed since the days of the 
Spanish-American war, the labor to 
create that Anglo-American partner- 
ship which seemed for a moment 
zed at Paris, only to crumble 
into dust almost before the ink 
was dry on the signatures of the 
treaty of Versailles? Is it, by con- 
trast, to be a swift or even a slow 
return to the old order of ideas, the 
preservation of the balance of power 
by the creation of a new system of 
alliances. And at the bottom of ¢he 
system of alliances lies the ques- 
tion of France. | 
One must face the -fact that if 
there is a strong element in British 


public life and public spinion which 


clings to the idea of the Anglo- 
French alliance, there is an even 
stronger .faction which is hostile to 
France and has. consistently labored 


for the American arrangement and 


at the same time tirelessly worked 
to communicate to the United 
States its own hatred of France. 
Roughly speaking, the lines divide 
between the ‘conservatives and the 


factors—if, as many Britons now 
believe, an intense period of com- 
mercial’ and perhaps naval rivalry 
between Britain and the United 
States is approaching, then per- 
sistence in the licy of persuing 
American friendship and seeking 
American partnership can only lead 
to disappointment’ and may lead to 
worse. 
Alternative Not Attractive. . 

On the other hand, the alternative 
is not attractive. There is a double 
alternative. First to restore the 
Anglo-French association by creat- 
ing a formal alliance § between 
France, Britain and Italy, with Bel- 
gium, now joined to France by al- 
liance as an immediate partner and 
Polad as an eventual. Against this 
may be set the erection of an anti- 
French eombination, with Germany 
and Italy as immediate partners and 
Russia as an eventual participant. 
The former of the two associations 
would perpetuate the victory in the 
recent war, but the latter would 
fall in with British commercial and 
industrial necessities. Thus the 
French alliance is warmly cham- 
ploned by those who were conspicu- 
ous during the war and responsible, 
in the main, for the victory. while 
the latter is advocated by the men 
who opposed British entrance into 
the war on thé French side and 
have resumed their hostility to 
France. 

But the construction of a new 
alliance in Europe is not the sim- 
plest matter.in the world because 


it carries with it the necessity to 
recognize not a few aspirations of 
continental nations which are by no 
means consonant with British in- 
terests. Ffench and British poli- 
cies have. steadily clashed over 
Germany and over Russia, British, 
French and Italian policies conflict 
in the Mediterrenean and particu- 
larly in the old Turkish empire. 
Eager as are the French for the 
British alliance, they would not 
consent to pay for it by any modi- 
fication of the treaty of Versailles 
and they would be hardly less de- 
termined in the defense of their 
Russian policy. But this — raises 
barriers to British economic re- 
habilitation, which seems to be rest 
in sOme measure upon the reopen- 
ing of Russian. and German mar- 
Kets. . 

As to an understanding with Ger- 
many, there are many obstacles in 
the way. The proposal would be 
deSperately fought by all the ele- 
ments who sustained the war most 
vigorously. It would bring Britain 
into immediate § collision with 
France. I do not mean that’ war 
would rest#it, an Anglo-French was 
as unthinkable as an Angilo- 
American armed conflict. But it 
would lead to vigorous ench ac- 
tion in Germany and it must never 
be forgotten that France now pos- 
sesses the’ single efficient army in 
Europe and that this army stands 
on German soil. .The result of such 
British understanding as & have 
suggested, would then by no means 
lead to the removal of obstacles to 
German economic rehabilitation, 
which is the end aimed at, but might 
lead to even greater paralysis in 
Germany. 

Association With France. 

However much one may canvass 
the situation, it seems to-me to be 
clear that the only hope for suc- 
cessful British action in the direc- 


tion of restoring economic health 
in Europe, a condition precedent to 
the re-establishment of British 
economic health at home, must He 
in continued association with 
France. The chief trouble in 
Europe today grows out of the 
break between the two countries 
and the degree to which the con- 
flicting views have led to mutual 
opposition to the efforts of each. 
While the United States was a party 
to the world settlement, the British 
were able to enlist American sup- 
port, for most of their views and 
France was forced. to bow to the 
combination. But when.the United 
States went home Francé resumed 
her freedom anda Lioyd-George’s at- 
tempts to ‘use Italy as a partner 
replacing the United States was 
mainly unsuccessful. 

Britain cannot return to her his- 
toric isolation because her own in- 
dustrial prosperity is conditioned 


upon the restoration of economic 
life {In the adjoining portions of the 
European continent, which fur- 
nished her with great market. She 
is faced with a despérate problem 
of unemployment, which has al- 
ready moved Lloyd-George to talk 
of enforced emigration to the em- 
pire. She cannot actually achieve 
any considerable reSults in reopen- 
ing the European markets and: par- 
ticularly those of Germany and 
Russia, as long,as France stands 
in the way. Anti with the United 
States removed from the situation 
she possesses no means of coercing 
French policy. This is the present 
situation in a nutshell. 

Since the main French objective 
at all times is security for the fu- 
ture some measurable progress 


might be realized provided the Brit- 
ish were prepared to conceds a 
point in this direction and under- 
take by formal treaty to do what 
both Britain and the United States 
pledged themselves to do in Mr. 
Wiison’s treaty of insurance. But 
an enormous fraction of British 
public opinion is hostile to such a 
commitment, a portion for tradi- 
tional reasons an even larger por- 


tion because of the existing resent-* 


ment against France.” But until 
French security is thus assured 
there is not the smallest possibili- 
ty that British views as to the eco- 
nomic rehabilitation 
can find French acceptance. 

The war has temporarily de- 
prived Britain of precisely that 
weapon which gave her predomi- 
nance in the past. Her own eco- 
nomic structure has been shaken 
by the war. It is the United States 
and not Britain which at the mo- 
ment occuples the position which 
has been British for centuries. But 
the United States, for a variety of 
reasons, declines to make us of that 
power and even more emphatically 
refuses to use it in partnership with 
the British. And without our 4as- 
sociation Britain finds herself pow- 
erless to promote the economic re- 
habilitation of the’continent and 
suffers severely ‘in her own indus- 
trial life. Moreover, much of the 
bitterness which results is directed 
against us for our seeming refusal 
to continue an ossoci n we ¢én- 
tered upon at Paris apparent 
enthusiasm. 

German Eyes ou United States. 

So much for the existing situa- 
tion precedent to, her own: economic 
cumstances which must have at 
least passing mention. Germany, a 
little while ago quite prepared to 
accept British direction as a condi- 
tion precedtnt to her own economic 
rehabilitation, is tending to grasp 
at the s of Anglo-American 
coldness, which all Germans empha- 
size a even exaggere as a 
promise that presently she can re- 
Sain her old economic prosperity by 
American rather than British as- 
sistance and therefore on far easier 
terms. For, while we shall have no 
political calculations in any policy

Secondly, there is a similar recog- 
nition in France of the present dis-

unpleasantly aware, that the con- 
tinental nations are seeking to em- 
ploy the United States in their own 
interests, when these interests con- 
flict with British and so far have 


}not Wholly failed. 


When, however, one asks the 
blunt question: Will British poticy 


change abruptly? It seems to me 
the answer must be negative. The 
obstacles in the way of a speedy 
restoration of the Anglo-French al- 
liance, with Italy conjoined, the eb- 
stacles in the domestic life of 
Britain and the barriers resulting 
from conflicting economic interests 
are 80 ehormous that such a change 
seems impossible, save after long 
delays. 

But, by contrast, it ‘is impossible 
to escape the conclusion that there 
will be a gradual cooling of en- 
thusiasm on the part of many Eng- 
lishmen for the pursuit of Ameri- 
can friendship,. as consequence of 
the disappointments and even re- 
buffs which have so far attended 
this policy. One must not blind 
ones eyes to the fact that what- 
ever satisfactary explanations 
Americans can give themselves. of 
the temporary coldness in Anglo- 
American relations, however clearly 
Americans perceive that no do- 
mestic agitation by any elements 
in our population of German and 
Irish origin can lead to any real 
quarrel between the two nations, 
to that supreme calamity which 
would be gn Anglo-American con- 
flict, however distinctly we per- 
ceive that these hostile elements 
can exercise only a negative influ- 
ence,. an influence precluding part- 
nership,. but incapable of provoking 
war, nevertha@jess much that is 
axiomatie with us fs hidden on the 
other side of the Atlantic. There, 
as here, too, negative influences are 
at work and are bound to continue. 

New Situation Arises. 

In sum, we are, in my judgment, 
on the threshold of a new situation. 
Anglo-American relations are obvi- 
ously bound to be more difficuit for 
a period, at least, and during this 
period British policy will have to 
face with some degree of decision, 
the outstanding fact’ that the Paris

According to Mrs. Julia Lester 
Dillon, chairman of forestfy, only 
one-half the districts reported to 
her at the time of the state con- 
vention. She mentioned them as re- 
porting the third, fifth, sixth, sev- 
enth, ninth and tenth districts and 
unofficially the eleventh. 

Much good work has béen done 
both from the economic and aesthe- 
tic standpoints. 

Thirty-two clubs observed Arbor 
day with appropriate exercises. 

Fifty clubs held impressively 
beautiful tree planting ceremonies 
when 335 trees were planted as 
memorials for the heroic dead of 
the great war. These trees cost 
$1,675 planted. 

Seventeen clubs registered the 
names of the boys for ‘whom the 
memorial trees were planted with 
the American Forestry association 
at Washington and thus placed them 
on the national honor roll. 

Twenty-one clubs planted forty- 
five school grounds. 

Thirty-three clubs used no holly 
for Christmas decorations. 

Nine helped with municipal parks. 

Nineteen cities and towns have 
planted 4,152 trees at a cost of $20,- 
760, much of the work being done 
by the clubs in the way of educa- 
tion and creation of public senti- 
ment; five miles of oaks, eight miles 


of sycamores. 

Parts of two districts have been 
reforested. ; 

Fifteen historic trees have been 
located by four clubs and the Craw- 
fordville club is taking steps to 
preserve the oaks that surround 
Liberty hall, Alexander Stephens’ 
old home. 

The Thomson Woman’s club lo- 
cated a grove of oaks at the home 
of General McDuffie for whom the 
county was named.

On music in the federation for 
the year Mrs. J. W. Bailey, chair- 
men, ‘has reported as follows: 


“The chairman of music welcomes 
this opportunity to thank her fel- 
low workers in the department, the 
district chairmen of music, for their 
generous co-operation and excel- 
}lent work. Without their valuable 
assistance nothing could have ‘been 
accomplished. 

“Early in the season a letter out- 
lining the work for the year was 
sent to these chairmen.

“Christmas Carols—Many clubs 
and communities have carols sung 
at Christmas celebrations and the 
beautiful custom of having a tree 
of light is growing. With great 
earnestness I urge the commemora- 
tion of the ‘Birth of our Savior’ in 
this impressve way. 

“Artist Concerts—There has been 
a healthy growth in the demand for 
artist concerts. The first, fifth, 
sixth and tenth distrcts through Sa- 
vannah, Alanta, Macon and Augus- 
ta, have presented world-famous 
stars in concert series. The sec- 
ond, seventh and ninth have had 
several lesser, but -well-known, ar- 
tists in concert. 

“American Music—As this year 
‘Americanization’ seems to be the 
foreword, many clubs have featured 
all American programs and are 
making a special study of folk 
music and the work of our most 
noted composers. 

“From the above reports one can 
readily infer. that music is growing 
in the federation and your chair- 
man, beleving that music is the 
greatest medium for developing 
character and a potent factor in the 
uplifting of humanity, recommend

On Child Welfare 


In 1918, after a survey of the 
state had been made by Dr. Frances 
Sage Bradley, of the children’s bu- 
reau, in Washington, Mrs. Samuel 
Inman, as state chairman of the 
Council .of Defense, appointed a 
chairman of child welfare. 

I was requested as a federated 
club woman to accept this chair- 
manship. This was the beginning 
of child welfare work in Georgia 
under the children’s bureau. The 
club women had already accom- 
plished very much in not only child 
welfare work, but in child legisla- 
tion, the vital statistics law being 
one among the many laws  sup- 
ported by club women. The feder- 
ated clubs were of untold benefit 
in working out the war plans sent 
put by the children’s bureau. 

In 1919, as a result of this work, 
the chairman recommended that a 
child hygiene division be established 
under the direction of the ‘state 
board of health. Through the com- 
bined efforts of Dr. T. F. Aber- 
crombie and others interested, the 


) 


under the state board of health. 

In 1919 the child welfare com- 
mittee was oreated, of which I had 
the honor of being chairman, by the 
president of the state federation, 
Mrs. J. E. Hays. In child welfare 
work the federation has before it 
the greatest fields for original study 
and construction. The work of the 
world today is the betterment of its 
children. The enthusiasm and in- 
trest of the individual members is 
the strength of any organization. 

District Chairman. 
Every district mresident was 
asked to apnoint a chairman for her 
district of child welfare, and also 
at her district meetings and else- 
where to speak of the state child 
Welfare work, which

I have read with pleasure of the 
splendid work undertaken and fin- 
ished by your clubs. .

We have kept in 
close touch with them, and have 
given our hearty support in their 
pwork for juvenile courts, baby 
health centers and visiting nursas. 
Through the kindness of Dr. Aber- 
crombie our clubs have _ received 
very important child welfare litera- 
ture through Dr. Lvdia De Vilbiss, 
of the child hygiene division. After 
the first of December Dr. Bocker 
will be in charge, as Dr. De Vilbiss. 
to whom the club women of Geor- 
gia are under many obligations, has 
been sent to Washington. 

Also many of the clubs and some 
individuals, by request, have been 
placed on the mailing lists of or- 
anizgations valuable as sources of 
nformation. 

Twelve clubs have been visited by 
me, and plans laid before them. 
Have represented the federation in 
their child welfare work at several] 
meetings and have attended also 
the meeting of the Council of Social 
Agencies. We hope that when you 
hear of the central committee work 
at the annual meeting you will car- 
ry out these plans. 

Sincere thanks are due the chil- 
dren’s bureau in Washington. Much 
valuable literature has been sent to 


every request from your state chair- 
man has been quickly answered.

Mothers’ Pensions. 
Realizing a need for the mothers’ 
pension law for Georgia, at the first

This resolution was. heartily in- 
dorsed by the board. and I hatsé 
given very hard work in the Lap 
ration and I am giad to report that 
the efforts have not been in vain, 
for with the indorsement not only 
of your twelve district meetings, 
the state board of public welfare 
and many other agenues, your fed- 
eration has (at the morning ses-. 
sion) unanimously indorsed it; and 
as my term of chairman expires at 
this meeting I .will not hand over 
to the new chairman the mothers’ 
pension law as unfinished business, 
but it will be turned over to our 
legislative chairman, who will see 
that, if possible, this “mothers’ pen- 
sion law” Is passed at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

Thirty-nine states plreaty 
this law: progress in our legisla- 
tive work has always been in direct 
proportion to the interest shown by 
the women in its advancement. 
When this “mothers’* pension law” 
is brought up before the next legis< 
lature be sure that your represent- 
atives are fully aware of your iIn- 
terest in this bill. 

You are urged as clubs and as 
individuals to study the la 
to use your influence to ob 
passage of this bill. 

There is always the future with 
its larger outlook, its pnerenstas op- 
portunities and —— privileges. 
Towards accomplishing these ms, 
your new chairman, whoeevr she 
may be, can accomplish little unless 
you give her your assistance and 
send in reports of your work.

Women Voters 
In Conference 


Now that women are citizens, “What are they going to do with 
the vote?” is a question that will be partially, answered, and that at 
the forthcoming third regional conference of the National League of 
Women Voters. It is a notable fact that the women now comprising 
the National League of Women Voters in no way associate the word 
suffragist in the title of their organization, for the League of Women 
Voters aregihe women citizens of the nation, regardless of the fact 
of whether they were suffragists or anti-suffragists. The members 


of the League of Women Voters are drawn from the ranks of all 
women’s organizations, no matter what their titles, purposes, etc., and 
from the ranks of women who may never have belonged to any 
organization. 

As long as the world lasts there are going to be certain measures 
and movements in which women will be more essentially interested 
than men will, and in the present kindergarten days of women in 
citizenship, there is going to be the need of.an organization through 
which women will be kept informed of such interests, and inspired 
to work for them. 

At present the National League of Women Voters will answer that 
purpose and seek to make women intelligent and useful voters. 
Whether women desire to ally themselves with the republican or the 
democratic party, they will still need the clearing house organization 
which the- National League for Women Voters stand, and the head- 
pertaining to legislation relating to women’s interests, may be es 
petraining to legislation relating to women’s interests, may be ex- 
tended. 

For that reason all.the women of the community, whether or not 
they belong to the League of Women Voters, are-invited to the open 
sessions of the third regional conference, which will meet in Atlanta 
February 9 and 10. 

The Atlanta League of Women Voters draws its membership from 
all organizations, sects and creeds, and the women leaders of it have 
been progressive spirits in every line of good work for which the 


women of this community are noted. Then accomplishment is reached 


before the recent world war, and during it, and since the war, when 
the women of the nation have already initiated the most valuable 
and important branches of reconstruction work. 

Whatever may have been the antagonistic attitude of certain 
women and certain groups of women before the women of the nation 


‘-pecame citizens, and no matter what the different views may be, 


whether in the end this citizenship of women is going to redound to 
the credit of higher civilization, the situation remains the same, and 
the women of this country are voters, and going to “stay put.” 
Whether women are going to prove good citizens may be ‘still 
a question, however, for there are enough men who are passive, indif- 
ferent and useless citizens, to warrant the belief that the still new 
women citizens may have the same kind of human weaknesses.. 
Women who attend the regional conference of the National League 
of Women Voters will hear from women who are more or less pre- 
pared for citizenship, just what leading women are at present trying 


to do with the vote, and whether or not all the women who attend the 
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tonference become enthusiastic citizens, they will at least hear enough 
to know how entirely absurd it is now to discuss whether or not 
women should have the vote, and whether or not it is becoming to 
them morally or mentally. 

At the conference they will be put in touch with the legislative 
measures which the women of the nation are working for, one of 
those measures relating to women as mothers, and the natural guar- 
dians and protectors of the child of the nation, and certainly the 
most fastidious of the very feminine women cannot object to working 
for measures akin to this. 

The National League for Women Voters at present is a most 
intensely patriotic organization in spirit, and certainly practical in 
purpose. It comes as a response to the gift which the republic of 
America choge to give to her women, and has called together an 
organization to prepare at once for making the best use of the gift, 
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Miss Fanneal Harrison, of Atlanta, who is now representing the 
American Red Cross in its work among the children of Czecho- 


Slovakia. 


When Mrs. Albert Thornton (4- 
na McCandless Thornton), secre- 
tary of the Atlanta chapter of the 
Red Cross, returned from a recent 
conference of Red Cross workers in 
Washington, D. C., she was espe- 
clally impressed with the record 
made among Junior Red Cross 
workers, the record of the Atlanta 
workers being markedly good. 

Simultaneously with this report 
came a series of interesting letters 
from Miss Fanneal Harrison, of 
Atlanta, who is one of the’ national 
workers of the Junior Red Cross 
with headquarters in Czecho-Slova- 
kia, with the largest staff of any 
Red Cross group in Europe. 

The Red Cross evidently sees the 
policy and force of making Red 
Cross service a part of the educa- 
tional life of every nation, and the 
best of the Red Cross working staff 
are being. sent into the Red Cross 
foreign fields. 

Miss Harrison’s letters are sent’ 
to her family in Atlanta, and end 
with the message: “Heaps and 
The “Miss Masa- 
ryk,” she constantly mentions is 
the daughter of the president of 


Czecho-Slavakia, who is at present 
& contributor to the current At- 
lantic Magazine. 

The series of letters, compiled 
for publication today, represent not 
merely an eloquent service rendered 
by an Atlanta woman as directc: 
but they describe a most interest- 


ing bit of history in the most tur- 
bulent part of the world. 


In Devastated Country. 


On April 10 Miss Harrison writes

I 
co-operate with them when they 
touch my work; but I let them un- 
derstand that the American supplies 
wil be distributed under American 
supervision. We get along fa- 
mously. 

The Hoover Mission. 

“One clever little man in the 
American Hoover mission arranged 
that we stay at a perfectly beautiful 
castle about twenty minutes’ auto- 
mobile ride from town. 

“Last night we were a queer con- 
glomeration., Twenty-five of us 
were supposed to hold the grand 
conference, but it has not been held 
yet. Meanwhile, I am really. en- 
joying myself. The castle is high 
in th: hills, the air is fine, and I 
sleep like a top. I hate to leave, 
but Monday I must get back to 
Prague and hard work. ‘ 

“IT am all alone in the beer gar- 
den now. I am to meet Miss Ma- 
saryk here in a few moments and 
go witly her to inspect an orphanage 
that I hope to take over and run 
until January.”

“July 28—I went with Miss Ma- 
saryk to see Barbuska Bretoska

“Of course, we regret the cut in

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the appropriation, but we feel that 


the bill as it now stands will enable 
a demonstration to be made of the 
value of this kind of work,” said 
Mrs. Park, whose organization has 
led the work for the passage of the 
bill, “and we are giad that the 
mé@asure has gone through the sen- 
ate so that it can be passed by the 
house in time for it to be acted 
upon by the 1921 state legislatures.” 

Mrs. Florence Kelley, general séc- 
retary of the National Consumers’ 
league, who has been in Washing- 
ton in the interests of the bill dur- 
ing the past week, expressed the 
opinion that the amendments made 
to the bill by the senate had not 
materially impaired its effective- 
ness With the exception of the ap- 
propriation amendment which re- 


' duced the sum for carrying out the 


bill's provisions from twe to one 


million dollars. The amendment, 


introduced by Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, which places the administra- 
tion of the bill entirely in the hands 
of the children's bureau is regarded 
as strengthening rather than retard- 
ing the effectiveness of the meas- 
ure. Other amendments are almost 
entirely textual. .

Mra. Thornton’s Report. 

Reporting on the clean-up cam- 
paign Mrs. Thornton has written to 
the mayor of the city as follows: 

“Hon. James L. Key, Mayor, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Dear Mr. Key: Mrs. R. 
M. Striplin,. chairman of the clean- 
up campaign of the City Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, has received the 
reports of her eleven ward chair- 
men; also, from the eleven negro 
women. ward chairmen, organized 
under Alice Carey, of the Morris 
Brown university. 

“These women, through their 
ward organizations, have reached 
almost every home in the city. They 
have looked after the alleys and 
vacant lots, and by their personal 
'efforts have stimulated a spirit of 
neighborkood co-operation and com- 
munity pride that has borne excel- 
lent fruit. 

“The Ad Men, as you know, have 
kindly undertakeneto clean up the 
central section of the city—that sec- 
tion extending north and south.from 
Cain street to Trinity avenue and 
east and west from the Terminal 
station to the capitol. They will 
see that this is done during the 
month of January. 

“The chamber of commerce has 
rendered us invaluable assistance, 
Mri Robinson, their new communi- 
ty service secretary, being untiring 
in his efforts to secure the success 
of our campaign. 

“The sony both public and pri- 
vate; have done excellent work, Pro- 
fessor Dykes giving us every en- 
couragement and help. 

“Our thanks are especially due to 
Chief Jentzen and the officers of the 
sanitary department. They have 
rendered us every possible aid,.mov- 
ine trash and garbage with remark- 
able promptness. Chief Jentzen 
prepared certain rules for our work 
that were of great assistance and we 
owe much of our success to his ef- 
ficient guidance and help. 

“Our organization of more than 
100 women in each ward will be per- 
manent, forming a medium for ev- 
ery effort of city development or 
community service. The commit- 
tees are already planning to plant 
trees, notably in the burned district. 
to encourage gardening, to remove 
ugly sign boards, to abate the 
smoke nuisance and in every way 
to clean and beautify our city with 
the hope of making Atlanta the 
cleanest and healthiest city in the 
United States. 

“We think we have made a good 
beginning for the real spring clean- 
ing that we will undertake in April. 

“In closing this, one of the most 
successful efforts to clean up that 
the federation has put over since 
they began this work in 1907, we 
wish to thank you for your splendid

‘| every other work the federation has

Had she spoken the truth in court 
or in the letter?

“I cannot béar up undér the horrible 
treatment I reeeived in Poughkeepsie. 
I am ashamed to face my uncle and 
‘aunt. He [Dr. Louwisch} has sent me 
away in shame and disgrace. 

“My relatives are good to me and 
try to make me feel at home, but such 
‘a feeling, iri view of everything, is im- 
‘possible. I feel as.though I want to 
stay in the woods—alone with my 
thoughts. ° That bandit drove me to 
this.” 

Poughkeepsie was so greatly wrought 
upvover’ the affair that one* night a 
mob of several hundred persons, largely 
women, .. pursued Rabbi Louwisch 
through the city’s principal thorough- 
fare, Mam Street. Mass méetings at- 
tended by thousands pratested against 
the decision in the case. The National 
Council of Jewish Women, the most 
powerful organization of its kind: in 
Americ&é, saw in ita warning and took 
steps. to’ prevent the occurrence, un- 
der the immigration laws; of a similar 
case. 


In a letter to James Carrolly, counse!] . 


at Poughkeepsie for the Jewish Com- 
munity, Benjamin Rabalsky, “Shewa’s 
uncle, wrote: 


“My niece’s last sincere wish was that . 


we take revenge and make that rascal 
account for all the wrongs he commit- 
ted against such ‘a wonderful, innocent 
soul. When we heard of the plans for 
their marriage Mrs. Rabalsky wrote to 
Louwisch, inViting him and Shewa to 
visit us a few days before the cere- 
mony 80 we could get acquainted. 

“Although he had written. that he 
had a home provided for her when she 
came over here, he had no home and 
no accommodation for her. After she 
stayed with us a few days he began 
bombarding us with telegrams that she 
must go to- Poughkeepsie at once, as 
immigratjon inspectors were looking 
for her. 

“We telegraphed him that she could 
not meet him because he had no home 
and no accommodations for her. He an- 
swered with a telegram that the home 
was ready and furnished. . Poor girl! 
She was to learn that the furnished home 
was a furnished room in a hotel and 
later a boarding house. : 

“She, not being familiar with Amer- 
ican ways, not. understanding the lan- 
guage and customs and not knowing 
the habits of people; he, knowing that 
véry well, took advantage of all these 
fatjs ‘and efitered into ‘a conversation 
with+her about the subject of ¥ree love 
and Bolshevism. He'did this after giv- 


ing her a third or fifth degree and after , 


torturihg ‘her for many days. 

“He did not give her a chance to see 
people or to leave a certain room where 
he left’ her.

“All this having been accomplished in 
four or five days, he then forced her 
to leave town, saying she must leave 
at once or be subjected to deportation.

Mr. Rabalsky asserted that Shewa told 
hinr- before. her death that she admit- 
ted. untrue facts about .her “character 
for the marriage annulment. after. be- 
ing a prisoner for five days and threat- 


ened with deportation and disgrace un-, 


less she consented to speak the words 
demanded of her. Six persons con 
cealed behind a curtain heard every 
word uttered — the alleged torture, 
he said.

‘ LEADERS FOR THE FUTURE 


Why, then, do so parents 
send their children to dancing school? 
Is it to become graceful? Do the 
children attend, month after month, 
simply to learn to dance and to learn 
how to behave at parties? Do they 
spend an entire afternoon a week 
in familiarizing themselves with the 
etiquette of the ballroom, so that 


many 


in later years they will know how, 


to enter and leave a room with- 


out tripping over their own feet? 

I¢ this is all that the dancing: class 
does for the child, then it is a waste 
of time, money and effort. 


The modern dancing teacher, how-' 


ever, considers these little niceties 
as trivial and merely incidental to the 
more mayor ts nt work of training bet- 


ter citizens, 


men and women who 
will be leaders in the future. Al- 
though the dancing class of today 
is principally“a school in which to 
cultivate better manners and morals, 
a taste for education and the finer 
things of life, a keen appreciation 
of music apd all that is beautiful, 
it is also a potential factor in the 
development of better manhood and 
womanhood, both mentally and phys- 
ically. The dancing class takes the 
awkward youth who is backward and 
self-conscious and «transforms him 
into an active. and alert student. 

{if you would see how the dancing 
class makes of the child a more use- 
ful human being, come to one of my 
classes. * 

You enter into a fairyland of chil- 
dren! Instead of seeing little boys 
and girls squabbling, shouting~each 
fighting for his own—you see a land 


of little ladies and gentlemen, every 


one trained to respect the wishes of 
others. Of course they are taught 
manners—not: the thin veneer of su- 
perficial , politeness—but the. man- 


ners udeal upon the sound teach- 
ings of the Golden Rule. jaan are 


taught that good manners consist in 
a ready acknowledgement of the 
rights of others and a cheerful will- 
imgness to perform any act of kind- 
ness which may add to the pleasure 
of others. 

_ Now, let us see how the children 
are taught and how their training 
has a*direct bearing on the mould- 
ing of’ better citizens for the future. 

THE BEGINNERS’ CLASS. 

In the beginners’ class we see a 
long row of little tots. By a series 
of exercises they are taught co-ordi- 
nation of the mind and body. Here 
the bhild’s ‘mind is taught to con- 
trol the muscles of his body, and 
the pupil soon becomes master of 
his hands and his feet. He learns 
to overcome rigidity and resistance, 


¢ 


which are wasters of energy and de- 


structive to the life and creative 
forces of the child. 

These exercises to music overcome 
the awkwardness of youth—-an awk- 
wardness which is responsible for 
many scoldings which the child re- 
ceives fidring the course of the day. 

Until one has had an opportunity 
of seeing a dancing class in action, 


one wonders how this training plays 
any part in the development of the 


child’s mind. Let us see, 
There are many children in a 
61983, peraane forty or fifty, and all

are expécted to do the same step at 
precisely the same time. Each pupil 
must have his eye on the instructor, 
and, to keep up the straight line, he 
must also watch the other children. A 
new. step may imvolve sixteen to 
thirty-two counts, and the sequence 
of movement must be borne in mind. 
Of course he must pay attention to 
the music. He cannot forget his 
bodily poise; and to know what to 
do with his hands, feet, and the rest 
of the bedy is under the circum- 
stances quite a problem for a young 
mind, 

The pupil learns to think and act 
quickly or be accidentally stepped 
upon by the child neurest. And what 
a humiliating feeling it is to be out 
of step! No pupil will let it hap- 
pen very often if he can help it. 
Learning in this manner does not 
only teach one musculat control and 
grace, but it is a good lesson in 
concentration. This training acts a 
stimulant to the mind and makes it 
more active. 


APPRECIATION OF MUSIC. 


At the same time that the pupil 
is being taught grace or movement, 
he is also learing rhythm, and is 
laying a foundation for music appre- 
ciation. Besides the ennobling. in- 
fluence of a knowledge of music, 
rhythm has the effect of encourag-

ing an ordered sequence of move- 
ment. It develops in the child poise, 
posture and equilibrium. The danc- 
ing class affords every opportunity 
for the development of the child’s 
musical sense. 

And here I might correct the cur- 
rent impression that a sense of 
rhythm is a gift to a chosen few 
and that it is not possessed by 
every one. Just as we were born 
with a sense of hearing and a sense 
of feeling, we were also blessed with 
a rhythmical sense. Rhythm is the 
principle of motion in nature and 
life.

Learning to dance and to appreci- 
ate music Is but a small part of 
the. benefit derived from the danc- 
rest of the world. Each pupil is im- 


pressed with the fact that the ball- 
room, like the stage, is life in mina- 
ture form. In choosing partners, for 
instance, will they try to monopolize 
the best ‘dancers and thereby show 
a selfish nature, or will they think 
of helping others while learning 
themselves? Will the child be gra- 
cious and consider the wishes af 
others before his own? Will he carry 
out the true meaning of politeness 
and tact: or will he be boorish? 
They are told that their present ac- 
tions will be reflected ‘in later life. 


Not the least of the advantage of 
the modern dancing schoo! is .the 
cultivation of an easy, quie®? man- 
ner, free from abrupt, angular, or 
noisy movements. In addition to 
the development of physicial and 
mental poise, dancing rids one of self- 
conciousness and timidity. With an 
appreciation of music comes the de- 
sire for culture and with the develop- 
ment of mental poise, mannerisms 
and unrefined habits are eliminated.
